1 . Claims 1-1 1 are allowed.

The applicant has amended claim 1 to recite a plurality of slides, each slide being 
configured to be shifted along a slot-shaped opening and an illuminable element is 
provided that extends along the slot-shaped opening; and the applicant has argued the 
claimed features are not disclosed or suggested by the prior of record, which have been 
found persuasive.
